Crops Around Antioch 
Receive Needed Rain 



Crops iru the Antioch area re- 
ceived a much needed rain over last 
Weekend, but even with that and 
the little that fell last night much 
more is needed. 

The fact is, Antioch has had a 
serious shortage of water this 
sprfng.. 

Normally about 15 Inches is 
needed for the first five months of 
the year to give oats, cOrn and 
wheat good growth, but until the 
close of May; the .rainfall was only 
9.95 inches. 

vLast weekend's rainfall was 1.47 
inch whereas there had only been 
'.02 inch before that, this month. 
<* Puring. t .the ..first -six months of 
last year the rainfall was 15;37 
inches. Five and a quarter inches 
fell during June last year.' . 

The- dry weather this spring had 
commenced to make itself felt on 
the oats ' and other grains. Corn 
had not rooted deeply. Now the 
chances are for a better crop, with 
one exception — oats do riot like hot 
weather.

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A Train of Cars on Tracks 

To the unitlated ,eye, a railroad freight train of 
today looks just afbout the same as one of a quarter- 
century or so ago, Similar cars are rolling over simi- 
lar road-beds, , 

But there's a world of difference in the quality 
and efficiency of present-day equiment as compared 
with that of the, past — and a world of difference in 
the amount of work it gets done. 

From the standpoint of traffic, the prewar peak 
year was 1029 and the postwar peak year was 1955. 
In the latter year, the railroads had' a smaller plant 
than in the former. Yet far more railroad service 
was produced. 

This was the resuit, in ' the words of a railroad 
spokesman, of "almost Enumerable "technical in- 
novations and improvements." Those innovations 
<and improvements have touched everything involved 
in railroading — rails, cross-ties, signaling, communi- 
cations, yards and terminals, motive power and rolling 
stock, • ■ ' - . ' 

Smce 1929, this spokesman said, the average 
speed of freight trains has increased 41 per cent, the 
average freight train load has risen 71 per cent, and 
the combined effect of heavier loads moved at higher 
speeds has raised by .139 per,fcent the hourly output 
of transportation by the '"average freight train. 

What of the future? ' We will; have still better 
trains performing still more service. But one thing 
won't change. To quote the spokesman once more: 
"The essential principle of the train of cars on 
tracks will remain as the foundation of our continen- 
tal commerce." 

Double Standard 

It has long been illegal for corporations to 
make contributions to candidates for political office. 
This legal restriction, obviously, is based on the 
theory that corporations otherwise would use their 
economic power to elect men who would serve spe- 
cial interests. 

Whether or not 'such laws are wise is debatable. 
What is not debatable, however, is that similar re- 
strictions do not apply to organizations which also 
have great economic power — the unions. 

The head of a major union, the International 
Ladies' Garment Workers, has said that his union 
will have more than; $500 thousand available for 
contributions to candidates in this year's national 
election campaigns. ; He said also that the com- 
bined AFL-CIO political fund may reach $3 million, 

What conceivable justification can there be in 
forbidding corporations from financing political can- 
didacies — and at the same time permitting powerful 
unions to spend money on. a huge scale for political 
purposes and political ends?. j., 



Just a Matter of Time 

Once again various/ proposals are being made 
for extending the coverage of the Fair. Labor Stan- 
dards Act (which includes 'the federal wage-hour 
laws) to retailing . and other service trades rwhich 
have been exempted by Congress after 'Congress, ever 
since the Act came into being. 

One proposal would continue, to exempt smaller 
retailers — those with annual volume under $500 
thousand and fewer than four stores — while cover- 
ing all, others. / 

The grave flaw. in. this is that retailing is an ab- 
solutely local business, Even though the automo- 
bile has Increased the consumer's potential shopping 
area, consumers, make , the overwhelming bulk of 
their purchases within a short distance from their 
homes. Labor is drawn from local sources. Busi- 
ness and living costs for store operators and store 
employes alike are ' determined by local conditions, 
which vary from region to region,; Each store must 
compete with other local stores; This is true whether 
the store in question is a family operation or an out- 
let of a great .national chain. Size has no bearing 
on' the Inescapable fact that retailing is. local in 
nature, 

In this connection, it is a matter of interest that 
some smaller retailers are opposing the proposal 
mentioned— even though they would not be affected 
by it in its current form. The reason for their op- 
position is that these retailers realize that in all 
probability subsequent amendments would bring 
them, too, under federal control.. Once a segment of 
any industry becomes a subject, for bureaucratic reg- 
ulation, it is usually only a matter of time before all 
the industry is included. 

The precedent set by previous Congresses and 
Administrations — representing both the political 
parties — was* 'a wise one, and should be followed 
again.

With the .growing popularity of 
snort diving or "skin-diving," the 
need iov familiarizing ' amateurs 
v/ith underwater problems is essen- 
tial to avoid unnecessary accidents, 
disability and. death, experts say. v 

Accordingly, • the Experimehtal 
Diving Unit, Bureau of, Medicine 
and : Surgery, Department of the 
Navy has installed a temporary ex- 
hibit in Chicago's ' Museum of Sci- 
ence and Industry covering the im- 
portant problems. 

While the Navy is primarily .con- 
cerned with safety measures and 
the scope of military diving, the 
findings of its long experience, and 
active research are equally applica- 
ble to sport diving. It is estimated 
that this sport has now over a mil- 
lion enthusiasts and 300 clubs. Last 
year sport divers purchased 60 mil- 
lion dollars worth of equipment. 

The Navy exhibit lists the re- 
quirements for safety in all types; 
of diving ' activities'^ as swimming 
ability, proper diving techniques 
with suitable equipment,- adherence 
to safety measures ; and a kn6wledge 
of emergency-procedures. 

Almost any diving mishap may 
end in drow-ndng, the exhibit' points 
out, if the diver is not trained to 
handle emergencies without panic. 
Prevention comes from sound train- 
ing, good equipment and safe prac- 
tices and it is vital tfhat sport div- 
ers know how. to give artificial res- 
piration, preferably the back-pres- 
sure-arm-lift method.. 

Air embollism is another diving 
hazard which can. occur ,«when mak- 
ing emergency ascents when ' the 
panicky diver may hold his, breath 
in his anxiety to get to" the surface. 
In -this case the air, in his lungs ex- 
pands, the lungs become distended 
and may even rupture, a,ir "is forced 
into the bloodstream and the result- 
ing bubbles of air cause an 'emboli 
which can' be fatal. ■Prompt re- 
compression is the only effective 
treatment and &• recompression 
chamber is essential. 

Decompression: sickness,* more 
commonly known as the "bends" 
may result from dives too deep or 
too long without adequate decom- 
pression steps on the ascent. This 
is caused by nitrogen "which dis- 
solves in the blood and . tissues at 
depth. On' ascent _it will form" bub-' 
bles in the blood stream unless al- 
lowed to escape gradually through 
■the lungs by carefully adhering to 
.decompression tables — 1hat is by 
regulating the return to the sur- 
face by degrees. Symptoms of the 
"bends" may vary from* local pain 
to paralysis, blindness, unconscious- 
ness and death. -"■"■-"• - 

Although these problems -are ba- 
sically concerned : ' with . diving' " at 
greater deiptlhs than most "skin- 
divers" attempt, there are related 
problems even in' the - shallower 
'waters where the -sport is popular.

'Well-known writer Paul Gallico, 
divorced three years ago, reports in 
the July Reader's Digest that this 
freedom "is the bunk . . . You don't 
know how' lucky you are to be 
married." ' 

-The disadvantages of the unmar- 
ried, particularly in middle life, far 
outweigh ■ the ' delights, Gallico 
states. "You learn for the first time 
how loud silence can be in an 
empty home. The loneliness and 
silences close in when the rattle of 
one's key in the door initiates no 
answering sound." 

In this freedom ho one really 
cares what happens to you'— wheth- 
er you are sick or well, happy or 
miserable, alive or' dead. Friends

Success can be empty when not 
applauded by the mate whose joy 
is, equal to yours; in failure or 
or tragedy you need, above all, the 
comfort and sympathy of the only 
one who can truly share your- loss: 

-Forfeiting this joy of sharing, the 
'^free'.' forfeit the joy of living, the 
author concludes. "For how alive 
is anyone who exists without be- 
stowing or receiving human love at 
some portion of" each 24 "hours?"

Some Suggestions for 
Giving Lift to the 
Everyday Sandwich 

A good cook gives as much 
thought to her sandwiches as to her 
very special dishes— especially, in 
the spring and summer time when 
out-of-door living adds a zest to 
eating. 

From Margaret Ttudkin, director 
of Pepperidge * Farm, comes some 
suggestions for adding_„something 
special <to the everyday sandwich, 

Mrs. RUdkin likes to use water- 
cress instead of lettuce in her sand- 
wiches to give them that tang so 
welcome in the, summer, especially 
with fresh' fish sandwich mixes. 
Chopped mushrooms, or a little 
curry also go a long way to lift 
sandwiches .above the ordinary, she 
points out. 

When using meat she sometimes 
substitutes sour cream for mayon- 
naise; or with ground beef, she may 
use left-over meat sauce for a mois- 
tercer. If she uses sliced meat, 
moisteners range from mayonnaise 
or salad dressing to horseradish or 
prepared mustard. With sliced 
lamb, she sometimes uses a thin 



layer of mint jelly, or .with chicken 
and turkey, slices, cranberry jelly. 

Among Mrs. Rudkin's, favorite 
summer sandwiches are the follow- 
ing: 

Egg, and Mushroom Sandwich 

Chop fine sauteed mushrooms. 
Work hard boiled eggs with' fork 
and add chopped mushrooms. Mois- 
ten with a little sweet cream' and 
spread on buttered white bread. . 
Chopped Ham Sandwich 

1 cup of ground or chopped, ham 
1 J /4 cup blue cheese and "cream 
cheese mixed with enough cream fo 
bring to a spreading consistency. 

Touch of garlic, juice. Fork ham 
into cheese mixture, add garlic to 



taste, and spread on buttered bread. 
, Curried Egg Sandwich 
Fry sliced onions in butter, add 
flour Vaiid' milk to make a thick 
cream, sauce. Add half a teaspoon 
of- curry powder and several hard- 
tooiled eggs, chopped. Let simmer 
a few minutes, then cool and spread 
on buttered white bread. 
Left-over Fresh, Fish Sandwiches 
Make 'sauce as above to moisten 
left-over fresh* . fish., Spread on 
white bread, buttered, land add 
watercress.

Hematuria 

Hematuria means the discharge", 
of blood in the urine, Often it is 
the only warning signal that some- 
thing is awry in a person supposed- 1 
v m good health. Yet this one 
svmptom frequently goes unheeded, 
resulting in damage to the urinary 
tract, often beyond the. point of 
rooair, the Educational Committee 
If the Illinois State Medical > Soci- 
ety points out in Health .Talk. 

Hematuria is evidence of bleed- 
ing somewhere in the urinary tract. 
It may stem :from 'disease in one 
or both kidneys, or it rhay arise 
from the ureters or tubes connect- 
ing the kidneys to the . urinary 
bladder. Again hematuria may 
come from the bladder, which is,the 
reservoir of the urine, In. the male, 
it may come from the prostate, 
while in the- female, it. may spring i 
from the neck of the bladder. The I 
bleeding may also occur in the ure- 1 
thra, or channel leading to the out- 1 
side for elimination. . . . I 

To help in his diagnosis, your I 
physician must know <the ^exact' 
source or location of the -bleeding. 
At times, hematuria will he so ex- 
tensive that clots will.tform; at oth- 
er times, there will be uniformly 
red or pinkish urine. \ In, some '^ in- 
stances, the ibleedirig' will be so 
slight that red blood cells 'can be 
detected only under, microscopic ex-. 
amination. Sometimes ( it will apr 
pear on completion of urination. 

Unfortunately, 'hematuria is not 
always a persistent symptom. It 
may appear once and never, again, 
or it may occur two or three tunes 
over a period of years, This is why 
a physician should be consulted im- 
mediately once the bleeding is no- 
ticed. 

There are two types of "hematuria: 
painless and painful. In painless 
hematuria, the* physician suspects 
the possibility of some type .of •■tip; 
mor of the urinary tract. While 
the tumor may. be benign,*" there ;> is 
also the possibility of it being ma- 
lignant. If the original ■ symptom 
is ignored, and' because it may not 
recur for several months, the 
growth becomes larger and metas- 
tasizes or spreads', into other areas 
of the body. Wrienuthis happens, 
chances for repair are* not as optim- 
istic. However, as, in other dis- 
eased conditions,, ,, early'; ^detection 
means early- repair. 

In. painful : hematuria,.; stones _ in 
the urinary tract may, be; responsi- 
ble. This is; true especially of the 
small stones which, as/ they pass 



down the ureter, cause, varying de- 
grees of pain and bleeding from irri- 
tation of the. delicate lining. The 
pain is usually so dhtense that the 
patient calls the physician immedi- 
ately, which is not trueoi'<the pain- 
less hematuria". 

Infections of the urinary tract 
occasionally cause bleeding. That 
is why ; early identification of the 
offending: bacteria is essential. The 
kidneys are important organs. Nor- 
mally you are bom with twpl If 
for any* reason, it is necessary to 
remove one surgically, the remain- 
ing one performs the^normaJ, func- 
tions of secreting the urfne. 

Remember; that hematuria is a 
positive symptom that some abnor- 
mality ^exists in the urinary tract. 
Don't let false modesty keep you 
from telling your physician. And 
don't wait for a reappearance of 
blood in your urine to see your 
doctor. It may or may not be ser- 
ious.

A great deal 
of medical literature has been com- 
ing out about bio-flavonoids and 
their uses in treatment of various, 
types of disease. This substance, 
like vitamin C is found, in citrus 
fruits if they are eaten Jn unpro-i 
cessed form. Almost all of -it is lost 
in processing because the bio-flav- 
onoids are in i the pulp and rag 
Which !is discarded in squeezing and 
straining fruit. - 

Give color to -your favorite cole- 
slaw by adding two tablespoons of 
shredded raw beets. Trim with 
thin^ strips' of green pepper, sug- 
gests the.

Grinding hay, not. only doesn't 
help dairy rations, it may even low- 
er the, general feed quality.

The 
cows in the tests, reports the June 
issue of Successful Farming maga-^ 
zine, digests more roughage when^

hay isn't digescted this way and 
therefore doesn't make good use of 
the rumen, the magazine says'.

During -pregnancy, women who 
eat a truly adequate diet feel much 
better, than they, would "otherwise!, 
This is borne out ; by numerous 
medical studies. In .one of these 
100 cases were ; reported in which, 
the women gave special care to their 
diet under .medical direction. These 
women reported "that their energy 
and sense of well being were notice- 
ably increased and better than dur- 
ing^ former pregnancies. . 

A minimum of one quart of milk 
per day was prescribed, adequate 
protein was Insisted upon and fresh 
fruits 'and vegetables emphasized. 
Supplementary iron and therapeu- 
tic doses- of multiple vitamins" were 
Included as ia matter of "routine. 

Other studies 'have shown a rela- 
tionship .between, diet' during preg- 
nancy arid the condition of the in- 
fant at .bir'th. 

One study of 2046 pregnancies 
showed that 'there was ah>iricrease 
in*bccurrence of pregnancy diseases 
when dietary intakes fell/ signifi- 
cantly below the group average. . 

Some of the studies show that 
lack of knowledge, not lack of 
money, is the reason for inadequate 
diet durihgpregnancy. .
